Subject: Changes to Odometer Exemptions Take Effect in 2021 
 
Dear Licensed Idaho Dealer: 
 
Beginning on January 1, 2021, the federal odometer rule changes which vehicles are exempt from odometer 

requirements. Vehicles with model year of 2011 and newer will be required to have the odometer reading and status 

recorded on the 502.  By 2031 vehicles at least 20 years old will be exempt, meaning 2011 and older vehicles will be 

exempt at that time.  Model year 2012 and older vehicles will then be exempt in 2032, 2013 and older vehicles will be 

exempt in 2033, and so on. For the next 10 years, 2010 model year vehicles will remain the newest vehicles that are 

exempt. 

This change is intended to protect vehicles that are from 10 to 19 years old which, according to a study, have accounted 

for 60% of all odometer rollbacks.   

Vehicles that are over 16,000 pounds GVWR and vehicles that are not self-propelled will remain exempt from odometer 

disclosure requirements, regardless of age.
